2. Claim 38 was withdrawn in previous Office actions, however, upon further 
consideration, examiner acknowledges that it reads on the elected species, therefore, 
claim 38 no longer withdrawn from consideration. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not appear to disclose or suggest a motivation to combine a device for 
stretching haptics of a deformable intraocular lens, the system comprising: at least two 
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haptics guiding surfaces respectively arranged for at least two haptic legs; a seat 
arranged with respect to the guiding surfaces so as to allow, when a lens is positioned 
in the seat, contact between a first point on each leg and its corresponding guiding 
surfaces; and a lens guiding arrangement operable to allow a lens positioned in the seat 
to be moved along a path in the optic axis direction to bring at least a second point on 
each leg into contact with, or closer to, its corresponding guiding surface, to orient each 
leg to a less cured state, wherein the guiding surfaces have a height which covers at 
least a part of the path in the optic axis direction and which decreases in directions out 
from the seat.
